COMMENTARY. 

In a fraement of a commentary on the Puranas 1t 1s related how 
one of the Rishis (Gods), Kashvpa by name, by his wife Surabhi 
created the cows and buffalos. Syvmbolically Kashypa and Surabhi 
represent the masculine and feminine creative torces 1n action, the 
Fenerative and productive powers of hfe. The bull and the cow 
are among the sacred animals, and they are worshipped even to 
this dav in Some of the far eastern countries as being physical rep- 
rexentatives-of gods and-coddesses. 

Some Of the mysSterics Of ()1IC clegree Of the (z3reat \\'hite [Lodge 
are connected with Surabhi in its aspect of the universal World 
\lother. The milk drawn from the teats of Surabhi is the *Elixir 
of Life.” which, figuratively <peaking, 1s given the neophyte at the 
close of his journey through *the four paths'—typifving the 
ſour ages of man. childhood, youth, manhood, and old age; and 
his entrance upon the fifth, the period of his full initiation. This 
particular initiation 18 referred to 1n one of the early instructions 
prme: Matters, entifled The Winning -of:-a: Fire: Body. The 
Elixir of Life” 1s in reality the power of Kryashakti, and 1t 18 
gained by the neophyte in the process of raising the lower or pas- 
S10nal $1de of his personal self to a stage of perfection analogous 
to that of the Divine Builders on the $piritual plane, thus gaining 
the power of creation by will and Yora. 

\Vhile the hfe experiences of the average human being through- 
out hits hne of incarnations are gradually fitting him for the pos- 
Ses8810n of the power of Kryashakti, his ignorance of the methods 
and means by which the process may be accelerated is a disadvan- 
tage, trom one point of view. The slow processes of Karmic action 
—the working out of the effects of the causes he has set up in his 
numerous hves—delav the development of the power of Kryashakti. 
With the acceptance of the neophyte by a true Master, there com- 
mences a; more rapid precipitation of back Karma. both good and 
bad Rarma. This 1s a necessity, for the possession of power over 
the finer, the higher, forces of life would be an exceedingly dan- 
gerous possesS10n for. one who was still subject to the action of 
back Karma. 

The dove 1s a symbol of peace and innocence. as well as of a 
vehicle of Spiritual power. The doves to be delivered by Surabhi's 
teats, 1n_ one sense, typified the peace which was to rule the <sub- 
races ot earth in the golden age of the fourth root race, and also

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inherited. Maya 1s the Sanscrit term for 1lluston, and as all

Dy a very great change in the constitution of matter 
vibration of all the constituents of the earth. As that 1s exactly 
what has long heen prophesied for the coming age, 1t 1s not unrea- 
S<Onable to think of s1milar changes having been made in the golden 
ages of previous manvantaras, for there 1s a golden age, an age 
of perſection, in every great manvantara, an age when all the con- 
<tituents—man and animal, as well -as all other phases of man1- 
fexted hfe—have reached the highest stage of perfection posstiÞble 
of attainment quring that definite period of time. 

During one of the initiations of the aforementioned degree of 
the Great \White Lodge, four trained doves are released, bearing 
messages to other Initiates located at four different points. "These 
are messages of peace and good will to all other Initiates, as well 
as an annunciation of the completion of one stage of *the Path” 
by the disciple who has passed the initiation. This part of the cere- 
monyv 1s partly in celebration of the Cosmie event recorded in this 


Stanza. 

The ash tree, the Yegedraxﬀil, the Tree of Life, the Celestial tree 
and the Sacred Ash of different mythologies and sacred scriptures 
are-all typical of man. Therefore, the br: anches of the Sacred Ash 
tree horne by the four doves *for the help and healing of Maya's 
Sons.” and the before mentioned messages of peace and good will 
and of annunciation, are. indicative of the knowledge ind Power 
umparted to the neophyte. by the degree of the Great White Lodge 
into which he has entered. Cosmically, each hranch of the Sacred 
Ah 1s indicative of one of the. degrees of the Lodge—hlfe. Each 
leaf of that tree 1s indicative of some single order of a degree, or 
of a single individual, and the trunk of the tree 1s a symbol of the 
Lodge as a whole, humanity in toto. The roots of the tree svm- 
bohze the Divine Builders. 

[t 1s hardly necessary to repeat former interpretations of the 
term *Fohat” in commenting on the last sentence of the sloka, as 
S0 much has been brought out in previous commentaries. Sutfhcient 
at this time to say that in the phenomenal world *He 1s the occult, 
electric, vital power which, under the -creative Logos, unites and 
brings together all forms, giving them the first impulse, which in 
time becomes law.” By crossing the line of hfe with another and 
mightier stride 1s meant that, at the close of the pralaya which 
intervened between the fourth and the fifth sub-races of the fourth 
root race, a more vital electric 1impulse was imparted by the Fohatic 
power to the then quiescent hfe forces, than the impulses which 
had heen given 1n previous ronnds, a greater quickening of the

A Tone 1s a Single Voice 
Or Sounct. 

A\Tasc 18 the first expression of the Silence. It 1s the only lan- 
guage that 1s understood alike hy all people. Tt is the natural lan- 
guage of the feelings. We all have the same feelings, —pain, 10y, 
SOrrow,. anger, love. So we can all understand the language of 
the feelings or qualities. 

There 1s but One Life, One Spirit, One Silence, and all Tones 
are parts of the One Life. 

\Vhen the One Life, the Silence speaks in tones of truth, love, 
beauty and power, it sends out from itself many lives. many tones. 
as the branches come forth from the tree. as the sparks come trom 
the flame and the fire.

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\\'hen it speaks in tones for the outer ear to catch, 1t builds 
forme or instruments of life from itself by the power of the Music 
of its Voice. Everything that has form has come from the Silence 
through the hidden power of Tone within the One Lite. 

Every Seed that grows into a plant does s0 hbecause there s1Ngs 
within and through it a tone of the hidden hte form. 

Tone is life. vibration, action, character, growth. So all things 
that crow must have tone, vibration, character of their own. 

[f our hearts were more sensitive we would hear these tones 
bringing life into form; we would recognize these voices 1n every- 
thing that 18. 

\We would hear the crystals, snowtlakes, raindrops, stars, sun- 
Shine and flowers singing as they build. Why not hsten for these 
wondrous tones-1n the Silence of our. hearts :

Oftimes, too, when the heart 1s at rest, 
at peace, even though the body be awake, the Voice of the Silence 
Speaks 1n clear, ringing tones that the heart can hear.

nt gem. the joyful child, are all instruments for the finer 
voices of the many lesser lives within the One Life of the Great 
\\ lite Silence to play upon. We may hear them if we will but 
rest and hsten. 

The pure, true tones that come from the Silence are always 
building tones. The bird songs help to hold the earth in form by 
the volumes of clear tones that pour forth from their little throats. 
They have preserved or held the Spirit of the Silence, the love 
and joy of Life within their voices. 

this we learned was the Art of Music, and the first thing for 
the music student to do is to listen, and to learn to tell the differ- 
ence, to 1scriminate between tones. 
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[or we must remember that while tones come out from the 
Silence clear and true thev can be changed until they become 
clouded and false. 
| And as the clear, true tones are the builders, holding the par- 
ticles of life to the Great Illeart Center, s0 the cloudy, talse tones 
are the destrovers, tearing down the noble instruments the true 
tones have builded. This 1s true of our own bodies. A child with 
a singing, cheerful voice will draw friends to 1tselt and grow beau- 
tiful, healthy and Strong, where the child of whining, angry voice 
will end friends away from it and hecome ugly, sickly and weak. 

The magnet, though seemingly dead, draws hte particles of 
Iron and steel to itself by the steady tone it smgs. The' viohn 
bow drawn across loose particles of sand will cause them to ar- 
range themselves in geometrical forms. A particular trumpet-hke 
tone Sounded a definite length of time will cause a city wall to 
fall. An organ tone. has been known to wreck a building. 

SO 1m the study of music and tone we must hold carefully in
